Tug unrest which haa arigen in India has 
drawn public attention at homo: to the 
relations existing between European and 
Eastern races and the . difficult y which 
constantly crops up, of arriving at any 
satisfactory mutual underatanding, People 
in China are as familiar with this question 
48 those in India ; but it is to be feared that 
they haye arrived at no moro definite con- 
clusions on the subject, than, to judge from 
informition from the best sources, have 
been attained to in India. There is a 
saviog belief among Europeans and more 
especially so among Englishmen that what 
hag proved efficacious in the West must bo 
equally so in the East, aud this conviction 
is adhered to with commendable faith, in 
the {ace of undeniable faets that would by 
themselves lead-to a precisely: opposite 

fs conclusion, The matter unfortunately is 
not ous of abstract belief, but of hard facta, 
and it thus bappeus that, with the beat 
intontions, we have from time’ to time an 
Wopleasnnt awakening and ‘find thit our 
advanced ‘principles have. not becn pro- 
ductive of the effecta which ought to bave 
been brought about. In India the Govern- 
ment has for years. past dealt with the 
people upon the broadest and most liberal 
principles, They have had as much free- 
dom. as it’ is possible to give ‘them ; 
education upon Western lines has been not 
only permitted but assisted and encouraged 
~ to the ulmost ; justice has been impartially 


administered to all classoa; taxation has 
been moderate and equitable ; and, last but 
by no means least, little or no restraint haa 
been placed upon the freedom of the Press, 
If the people would not ‘ba contented with 
Government upon these lines, it may be 
well asked what will content them. And 
yetwo find that discontent of a serious 
character haa arisen, and ia likely to spread. 
This is certainly. by no means enoouraging ; 
and it is not surprising that speculation 
has been rife as to what ia the cause of this 
continued disaffection. Some w It informed 
publicists are inclined to put it down’ to an 
inherent antagoniem between ihe Kasterp 
and Western mind; aud to some extent this 
is true; but it is by mo means the only 
cause of the diffeulty, Hastern peor 
look down upon Europeans very much: 
the same way ay all people’ of qaiek 
aud incisive intallvet despise those of slower 


but often much more solid andoratanding—~ ° 


ant while we openly umilo at their peculiuri - 
ties. they sevrotly lrughat our inconsistan cies 
which they perceive with a cloarness that 
would astonish us, if they gave utterance to 
Ubeir real thoughts, Once in'a way this ig 
done, und wo wake up to the fact.that they 
have “bettered the instruction” with, 
rexpedt to some of our most chorishad prin-. 
ciples in a manner which is at laast a little 
ombatroasing, It is something of this kind 
that has taken place in India, We have 
thought that we could not do beiter than 
number Tndian 
students to atudy anvng other things our 
superior principles of Government, and the 
result is that. they bave coms to ask why 
these libgral ‘principles shoul! not be 
carried to their legitimate conclusion, and 
the people df Indian be allowed to govern 
themuelves their own way, To this ques- 
tion in the abstract it is not easy to give 
a reply; and the answer to it on the 
basis. of simple fact, is nut one that is likely 
to be aecopted. . Tne truth is that certain 
people have the power of Government, and 
uso of self Government ; aid ‘others not. 
withatanding that they may have equally 
good or possibly Letter intellsetual faculties 
have not from one cause or other ‘the 
power of governing. This we know to 
bo the atate of matters in India; but it ia 
hardly to be, supposed ‘that the fac! will 
be readily recognised by the Tudian ‘ poople 
generally and it is not surprising that they 
are easily misled by the “ educated native”, 
whose one ida of the value of his education 
is to. make use of it for his own aggrandise.

The true policy of the 
Government should be to encourage a

Counsel, vin 
the coarsa of hia spvech, mads a good deal 
of fun out of the spirits cating bskod ap- 
pls, Hoe said, “ Alios our spirit, seemed to 

ave a gods Giroulation and good complexion,” 
jndging from the’ information thet plaintiff 


was able to argnire from a minute oxamination | 


of the lady. (Load Isaghtor.) It was a Iamont- 
ablo (hing to have to deal with auch, rub. 
biah, and it would be pathetio wero it not for 
.the way these pamphieta were put on tho public 
by such a mau aé plaintiff, who oslled himself 
aa arohdescon, whort people looked on ase high 
dignitary in the Church.

Having read plaintiff's 
challenge he selected the manifestation which
